ing a retraction of certain statements', 
was the Story told on 
the 
w itness 
stand here by Chas. C. Trabue, prom ­ 
inent attorney, who cralmect «oat he 
a&efl In self defense. 
Trabue said 
that Stokes resented his dem ands and 
clutched at his throat with his bare 
'._»ds, and that he then shot and kill* 
ed the man who represnted the tax­ 
payers in suits in connection with 
the srandal Involving the disappear­ 
ance of records and the em bezzlement 
of hundreds of thousands of dollars 
from the m unicipality. 


Trabue, after reciting differences 
that he had had with Stokes for a 
period of three years, claim ing that ( 
Stokes had become especially bitter , 
tow ard the w itness when the latter , 
had represented Mrs. Stokes in a suit 
for divorce, relating 
the 
incidents 
im m ediately preceding the tragedy. 
Mr. Trabue w ent into the history 
of his association with the so-called 
tax payers' suit or city hall probe 
which dated from the fall of 1915. He 
told of the attitude of Mr. Stokes to­ 
w ard him in the m onth s subsequent 
to his entering the case and the rec­ 
ords of sharp passages add personali­ 
ties indulged, in up until thé day be­ 
fore the killing w ere read to the jury. 
Saya Stokes Insulted Him. 
“I was niff Wlfhnfe for the thing to 
go on as It was/* he sa id .. “He had, 
reflected on me repeatedly and with 
great deliberation. 
He had charged 
that I had sold my convictions. 
He 
had said those insulting rem arks to 
me and had • taken them and had 
edited them and published them in the 
paper. 
I haS made every expression 
of a purpose to preserve peace there, 
more than any decent man ought to 
make. 
The only course open and the 
one that naturally 
suggested 
Itself 
was to go back to the probe and the 
first tim e Mr. 8tokes said or did any­ 
thing to me w as to denounce him 
publicly. 
T hat was the only way in 
which I could preserve my self re­ 
spect. 
“But then I felt that a public de­ 
nunciation would he resented by him. 
Í didn’t beheve he w anted to drive ra^ 
that far. 
I had the conviction "th at 
If Mr. Stqkes understood that I had 
reached the lip it of my forbearance, 
if he learned that from me, th at it 
would avert trouble. 


Demanded Retraction. 
“ Outside of going over there the 
next tim e, w |thout w arning to him. 
and d nouncing him when 
he 
/e - 
sumed .Uose tactics, the oply course 
th a t t uggested Itself to me. and it 
seemed to me the decent and proper 
thing to do, w as to go to Mr. Stokes 
and ask him to retract his offensive 
♦atements. 
If $e did not, then to 
tell him that the first tim e he said 
or did ánother offensive thing, or the 
first tim e he insulted me again, I was 
going to publicly denounce him." 
H aving determ ined on that course, 
he said, he wrote out a retraction for 
Mr. Stokes to sign. 
The first one he 
wrote did not suit, and hto wrote an­ 
other. 
It stated: 
“To Mr. Charles 
C. Trabue. 
I w ithdraw anything that 
I may have said th a t reflected on you 
in any way. 
I apologize 
therefor. 
This April 26, 1916.” 
H e then plaeed the retraction in 
his pocket and walked to Mr. Stokes’ 
office. 
Upon en tering Mr. Stokes’ of­ 
fice, his first words, he said, were to 
assure Mr. Stokes th a t he w as not 
looking for trouble, th at he was there 
in the interest of peace. 
W hen he 
started talking, Mr. Stokes, he said, 
straightened up from the desk on 
whiGh he was leaning, and slowly, and
